Over the Phone 


“N O!Iam very sorry, but every moment 
of Miss Keller’s time, while in San 
Francisco is occupied. 

“Oh! It concerns having a picture taken 
with her Bible! That is another matter!” 
said Miss Keller’s secretary at the Palace 
Hotel to the representative of the American 
Bible Society. “Just wait a minute, and I 
will speak to her concerning it.” 

“Miss Keller is delighted. She never has 
had her picture with her Bible, but she will 
be glad to have it taken, as the Bible is her 
most precious book.” 

And so it was arranged. 


A Gracious Reception 


We were met by Miss Keller’s famous 
teacher, Mrs. Anwne Sullivan Macy. She 
greeted us heartily, saying, “We greatly ap- 
preciate your coming. I don’t know why 
we never thought of having such a picture 
taken before, since Miss Keller thinks so 
much of the Bible.” 

Miss Keller sat on the sofa, awaiting us, 
dressed in shimmering white satin, simply 
but elegantly gowned. Her picture was to 
be taken with her Bible, and for it she had 
arrayed herself. However, it was her face, 
vibrant with expectancy, that gave her the 
radiant personality. 

Mrs. Macy took her hand, and, with gentle 
swift touches, conveyed the Bible Society’s 
greetings, and our thanks and appreciation 
for the privilege of taking her picture with 
her Bible. In easily understood, though 
somewhat hesitant tones, her face lighted 
with joyous enthusiasm, Miss Keller stood, 
and exclaimed: 

“The pleasure is mine; I am the one to be 
glad! The Bible is the book of all books 
Tlove. I should have my picture taken with 
my Bible.” 


To all we render cordial thanks. 


Her Favorite Chapter 


Miss Keller was given a seat by the open 
window, and the volume of St. John in 
American Braille type. 

“What is your favorite chapter, Miss 
Keller?” 

A few rapid passes in her hand by Mrs. 
Macy, and Miss Keller promptly opened the 
volume to the ninth chapter, the story of 
the opening of the eyes of the man born 
blind. With tender, caressing touch, her 
sentient fingers traced the raised dots, rest- 
ing on her favorite verses—fourth and fifth 
—“T must work the works of him that sent 
me, while it is day; the night cometh, when 
no man can work.” 

Her face grew serious and tense as she 
slowly repeated these words, but lighted as 
she read on—“As long as I am in the world, 
I am the light of the world.” 

Miss Keller then turned to the first chap- 
ter of the volume, and how we hoped that 
the photographer would be able to catch the 
intense joyousness, and the radiant illumina- 
tion of her expression as she read aloud the 
fourth and ninth verses—“In him was life; 
and the life was the light of men.” . . . 
“That was the true Light, which lighteth 
every man that cometh into the world.” 


Taking Her Pictorial Testimony 


The photographers worked fast. Plate 
after plate was used. They had a difficult 
task. It was a parlor and not a studio. 
Every picture had to be timed. Not a word 
or a look by way of suggestion from them 
could reach Miss Keller, except through the 
touch of Mrs. Macy’s hand. Miss Keller 
responded to every intimation with the glad 
enthusiasm of youth. She tried hard to do 
just the right thing, and gave herself with 
complete, happy abandonment to giving the

world her pictorial testimony of the value 
and blessing of the Book. 

It was a joy to have her teacher at her 
side in some of the pictures. Her gratitude 
to Mrs. Macy was ever evidenced by sincere 
devotion. At last the photographers were 
through and gone. 


‘“‘Then Brotherhood Will Come’’ 


We lingered for a few moments as Mrs. 
Macy put in Miss Keller’s hand one of the 
little souvenir Gospels that flew in an aero- 
plane, with six thousand others, from San 
Francisco to Los Angeles, and explained to 
her its flight. 

“Oh, how splendid!” 
claimed. 

And when one of the Army and Navy 
Testaments was given to her, with a word 
concerning Bible distribution throughout the 
war, Miss Keller, clasping the little Testa- 
ment, tensely and eagerly said: “I am so 
glad that the Bible is being distributed

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everywhere. When Christianity is spread 
throughout the world, then brotherhood will 
come to the nations.” 


‘“‘The Lord God Giveth Them Light’’ 


Miss Keller again said, as we were leaving, 
“T am thankful. I am so glad to do this for 
the Bible, and for the American Bible 
Society.” | 

It was an hour never to be forgotten. See- 
ing Miss Keller standing in the sunlight be- 
fore the open window, and in her face “the 
light that never was on sea or land,” we 
thought how true it is that His life is the 
light of men. Deeply stirred, and with misty 
eyes, we rejoiced in the word of Revelation, ot 
a land where the blind shall see—‘“And they 
shall see his face. And there shal 
be no night there; and they need no candle 
neither light of the sun; for the Lord Goc 
giveth them light; and they shall reign fos 
ever and ever.” ) 


The Bible Society and the Blind 


NE purpose of this issue of the REcorD 

is to make it a tribute to those handi- 
capped by blindness. Their courage, pa- 
tience, spirit of self-help, and unfailing grati- 
tude have constant evidence in the corre- 
spondence which reaches the Society. Over 
a number of years, not a single instance of 


complaint or self-pity has appeared. It is an’ 


inspiration and a high privilege to be of 
service to them, and especially since the 
majority from whom we hear seem limited, 
often very much limited, in their resources. 


A second purpose of this issue is to encour- 
age and stimulate friends of, and workers for, 
the blind. There is food for thought, and 
suggestion for experiment for the workers; 
and there is encouragement, we believe, for 
the personal friends of the blind and for 
those who make the Society their almoner, 


A third purpose is to let all interested know 
how the Society is serving the blind, and why 
it needs aid in this service. 


The practice of the Society is to grant 
some volumes of the Scripture to every ap- 
plicant. None has been turned away empty 
handed. The whole Bible is given to minis-

IN MEXICO, AND HER GUIDE 


The Society is proceeding with the publi- 
cation of the whole Bible in the Revised Braille 
Grade 114. Two new volumes have just been 
issued: one, Acts to Romans, following the 
American Standard Revised Version; the 
other, Acts toa II Corinthians, following the 
Authorized or King James Version. This 
latter volume is published in co-operation with 
the Universal Braille Press of Los Angeles, 
Cal., which contributes the plates. As it is 
expected that the Revised Braille Grade 14 
will become more or less the universal system 
in America, the Society will offer in this em- 
bossed system the same choice it has offered 
in ink print, i. e., the Bible either in the 
Authorized Version or in the Revised Version. 


With regret, it is announced that the pub- 
lishers of the Scriptures in the Moon system 
in England have had to quadruple the prices 
of their volumes. The former price seems 
to have been a large concession from the 
present cost price. This British society feels 
that its funds will be more than needed for 
those living within the British Empire; and 
that those living elsewhere should pay the 
cost price. To our request that a set of 
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plates be supplied us so that we might pub- 
lish in this country, the reply has come that 
this is not at present feasible. This informa- 
tion will be a disappointment especially to 
those working among the old, who find the 
Moon system easier to read than a Point 
system. ; 

Senator Joseph S. Frelinghuysen and Rep; 
resentative Alice Robertson, on the suggestion 
of the Bible Society, have presented a bill in 
Congress to provide for free transportation of 
the Scriptures granted to the blind. 

Congress has been generous in other spe- 
cial provision for postal service to the 
blind. Embossed books borrowed from pub- 
lic libraries are transported free through the 
Post Office to and from individuals. A 
monthly magazine, printed in New York 
Point, and Revised Braille Grade 1%, is 
carried free through the mails. 

Of all books, the Bible is most needed and 
desired as a personal possession. 

Yet, while the blind may receive it free 
through the mails, if borrowed, they may not, 
if it is to become their own, by gift or purchase. 
And many can little afford to meet even the 
transportation on these bulky volumes. The 
cost to postal funds will be only half of that 
already sanctioned for borrowed books, since 
books on loan have to make a return journey. 

It is earnestly hoped, by many throughout 
the country, that Congress will approve the bill. 


A sweet privilege came to the Society last 
year. One of the honored and loved ministers 
of Greater New York, who had been a Life 
Member of the Society for seventy-four years, 
and lost his eyesight with age, turned to the 
embossed Scriptures for the Word. He had 
been for fifteen years a member of the Com- 
mittee on Distribution of the Bible Society, 
and as such had doubtless approved of the 
donation of thousands of volumes to the blind. 
That he should find help from the source 
through which he had given it to many others, 
was a happy fact indeed. 


A letter from a senior member of an honored 
law firm in Kentucky gives similar illustration 
of the services the Society’s embossed Scrip- 
tures are rendering : | 


My sight has been failing for several years, anc 
I have for two years past been taking occasional les. 
sons in reading raised letters (New York Point). 
Now: seventy-seven years old, I have been a love: 
and a student of the Bible all my life, and an 
anxious to get a copy of the Gospels, if possible. ] 


Miss Foley, a teacher of the blind, says that 
her oldest pupil began to read the embossed 
books when ninety-five, and she is still reading 
them at ninety-eight. She tells of a minister 
who had been preaching for forty years, and, 
after he learned to read the embossed Scrip- 
tures, said he felt he came closer to God in 
the slowly spelled words, and that they seemed 
to have a different meaning when he took them 
thus, letter by letter. 


An application for embossed Scriptures has 
just been received from a minister 94 years of 
age whose Braille library had been destroyed 
iby fire. 

The tribute to the Bible from Miss Helen 
Keller in this issue is not the first that has 
‘come from her, or that has been printed in the 
‘Recorp. In the October, 1921, issue was re- 
printed from The Bookman a reference to an 
address by Miss Keller before the Advertising 
Clubs in Cleveland, Ohio. She answered ques- 
‘tions from the audience afterward. One ques- 
ition was, “What is your favorite book?’— 
& Bible” was her answer, spoken as tenderly 
, 


as the words of a mother in speaking of her 
baby. 

The same article mentions that Miss Keller 
also distinguished friends by the sense of 
smell; and through her feet, she felt the audi- 
ence applauding; thereby paralleling, and in 
‘some measure preceding, Miss Huggins in de- 
veloping these abilities. 


| The current issue of the Ladies’ Home 
Journal reproduces one of the Bible Society’s 
pictures of Miss Keller with her Bible, and 
repeats her tribute to the Bible and apprecia- 
tion of the work of the Bible Society. To an 
earlier issue of this magazine we owe most of 
the amazing story of Willetta Huggins. 


One of the inspiring facts in this work is 
that so many themselves blind are helping 
other blind. Not all are able to do it on the 
large scale Sir Arthur Pearson did; but not 
a few have done very wide service. Miss 
Foley, mentioned above and in the story of 
Kenneth Bullard, has herself been blind since 
childhood, and has spent most of her life in 
work for and among the blind. Friends of 
the Society who have read the story of “A 
Modern Miracle” will remember that William 
McPherson, who lost’ his hands and eyes by 
one accident, was taught to read with the tip 
of his tongue by Miss Anna Johnson, herself

blind, but a graduate of Northwestern Uni- 
versity and a wearer of the Phi Beta Kappa 
Key. She, as Miss Foley, and a number of 
blind workers, have joined the service of their 
states in work for the blind. 


The newspapers are giving evidence of the 
widening interest in the provision of literature 
for the blind. Clippings have been sent us 
from the New York Times, Herald, Sun, 
Evening Post, Evening Mail and the Brooklyn 
Eagle, on such topics as “New Type Bibles,” 
“Books for the Blind too Costly,” “Books for 
the Blind Jump in Demand,” “Blind Veterans 
Need more Blind Books,” ‘Blindness is De- 
creasing,,”’ etc. 

These are but indicative of similar articles 
published in the papers throughout the country, 
this present interest being aroused largely be- 
cause of the ex-service men blinded in conse- 
quence of their experiences in the war. 


A letter from Wisconsin addressed simply, 
“The American Printing House for the Blind, 
New York City,” was recently delivered to the 
Bible Society by the Post Office authorities. 
It had reached its intended destination. The 
work of the Bible Society for the blind is 
known in some quarters. 


The poem below reminds us that physical 
darkness is not the only, or the most serious, 
darkness that can befall an individual. The 
Society exists to dispel spiritual darkness. 
Perhaps others will find the verses helpful in 
the same way as their author. In sending them 


he wrote— 

These lines came to me while preparing an address 
for a Bible service some time ago. We distributed 
your little leaflet, “The Only Way Out of the Dark,” 
and in the course of my address I made use of the 
lines to encourage contributions to the cause of the 
Bible Society.

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‘Pocket Bible 


HE American Bible Society, mindful of 
the great bulk and expense of the 
whole Bible when embossed, is publishing a 
small volume of selected passages in New 
York Point Print and in Revised Braille 
Grade 114. It is twelve and a half by seven 
inches, and weighs about one pound. It is 
small and light for easy handling by the aged 
and invalids, and for easy transportation by 
travelers, and being small, can be sold at a 
moderate price. 
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The daily and religious papers have given 
wide publicity to the recent publication of 
this volume. The title frequently used, “Pocket 
Bible,” is, of course, not exact. The embossed 
type cannot be crowded into a small space, and 
therefore the embossed Bible cannot be pro- 
duced in a pocket edition. But the volume is 
so much smaller than the usual embossed 
volume that it is a ‘Pocket Edition” by com- 
parison. 

What this small volume may mean to its 


users will be better understood if it is re- 
called that the average cost of a whole Bible, 
in the six embossed systems in which it is 
published, is over $50; whereas the ink-print 
Bible most widely sold by the Society may 
be had for 50c. The average weight of the 
embossed Bible is over 150 pounds, while the 
ink-print Bible weighs one pound. This 
ink-print Bible is four and a half by six, 
and a half by one and a half inches in) 
dimension. If the whole embossed Bible 
were put in one volume, that volume would 
be one yard high, two feet wide, and one foot) 
thick. As a matter of fact, the embossed 
Bible comes in a series of volumes, the) 
average of which is a little bulkier than an| 
old “Unabridged Webster’s Dictionary,” the! 
number of volumes ranging from 11 in the! 


New York Point to 58 in the Moon system. 


The passages of Scripture given are 
among those cherished by Christians for in- 
struction, comfort, and inspiration. 

The cost price of the book is $1, but it will 
be 50c, delivered, to or for blind persons. Any 
who wish copies of this book should write to 
the American Bible Society, Bible House, 
Astor Place, New York. Applications for 
grants will be welcomed from those who are 
not able to meet the half price. 

The volume in New York Point is ready 
and has 68 pages. It is hoped to have the 
volume in Revised Braille Grade 1% ready 
during April. It will contain the same pas- 
sages; but Revised Braille takes more space 
than New York Point. 

The announcement of this volume has 
been hailed joyfully by all who have learned 
of it, and there seems to be a very real service 
for it to render.

Is Blindness 


HE announcement by the United States 

Census that there were 52,617 blind per- 
sons in 1920, as against 57,272 in 1910, is 
cheering. There is reason to hope that through 
the activities of societies, and state and private 
institutions and workers, intelligent and vigor- 
ous efforts to remove or avoid causes of blind- 
ness are bearing real fruit. 

There is, however, reason to think that the 
figures published are not final. The secretary 
of the National Committee for the Prevention 
of Blindness, for example, in a letter to the 
New York Herald, has called attention to the 
fact that, while the United States Census of 
1920 reports only 4,205 blind persons in New 
York State, the New York State Commission 
for the Blind has to date 10,982 registered as 
blind. Verification of these figures is still to 
be made for the whole state. But where verifi- 


Greater New York than the total reported for 
the whole state by the Federal Bureau. 

The fact seems to be that blindness is de- 
creasing. But both the 1910 and 1920 figures: 
of the Federal Census may not have included! 
all those thus handicapped. We can, at least, 
rejoice in the apparent fact that blindness from) 
preventable causes has been decreasing. This 
should encourage all endeavors to eradicate alll 
avoidable causes and cases of blindness from; 
the bounds of the United States. | 

Another and glad fact is that literacy is in- 
creasing among the blind. This is chiefly, 
through the service states render by their 
schools for the young, and home-teaching for 
the older.

A Paradox 


| Her story seems indeed that of a paradox. 
} Totally blind, and yet able to recognize friends 
when they enter the room, tell the color of the 
‘clothes they wear, and name the flowers in a 
bouquet and all their hues! Totally deaf, and 
yet able to enjoy the music of a piano and re- 
Eee a message over the telephone! Blind and 
‘deaf, and yet a healthy, happy girl of seven- 
iteen, who enjoys fun, especially running games 
out of doors; threads her way freely through 
a grove of trees without touching any; makes 
her dresses on a sewing machine; and does 
other seemingly impossible things. Of course, 
she can do what those who see cannot, for the 
: night is no barrier to her. 
| 


A Fact That Is Not an Explanation 


The fact is that she sees by the sense of 
smell, and hears by the sense of touch. Hers 
is an amazing story, unparalleled in some 
respects, and perhaps not to be often paralleled. 
And yet some of the elements are so normal, 
and the possibilities for others are so great, 
that we pass on to our readers some of the 
salient facts. In the experience of this remark- 
able girl, there is encouragement to others simi-

larly handicapped, inspiration for their friends 
and relatives, and suggestion for workers 
among them. 

Originally Miss Huggins had both ordinary 
sight and hearing. But in 1915, because her 
sight was becoming impaired, she was taken 
into the Wisconsin State School for the Blind. 
Here it was discovered that her hearing was 
also becoming impaired, and so the effort was 
made to prepare her for life as one defective 
in sight and hearing. In 1919, she became 
totally deaf, and one year later, totally blind. 
During the five years her sight and hearing 
were disappearing, she increasingly lost inter- 
est in life, and appeared dull, morose, and un- 
happy. The superintendent of the school, who 
is authority for the statements in this article, 
and to whom we owe the cover picture, 
still remembers the sympathetic and intense 
strain on all in the institution during her first 
week of total blindness; her deep despair, and 
the utter failure of friends to arouse and cheer 
her. 


A Transformation 


Then, one day, her face was alight with inter- 
est and excitement. She had begun to hear 
again! But not through the ears. Suggestions 
made to her before she became totally blind, at 
the time received with little interest, were bear- 
ing fruit. By placing her fingers on the throat 
of a companion, she began to urderstand what 
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was said. Progress in this line has been rapid. 
Now she can hear by placing her hand on the 


top of the head, on the chest as in her conver- - 


sation with Miss Keller on the cover picture, 
on a piano or on the disc of a telephone re- 
ceiver. 

And she began to see again! But not with 
her eyes. The sense of smell began to serve 
her instead. Little by little, she learned to 
recognize friends entering the room, discern 
colors, artificial and natural, “sense” the prox- 
imity of, and avoid, trees as she walked or ran 
through the grove, and to “see” otherwise, 
astonishingly. She has been transformed into 
a happy, healthful, active, interested girl, with 
a hopeful outlook on life. 

Neither she nor her teachers can explain the 
explanation. Mr. Hooper, superintendent of 
the school, says that she tells him she does 
not exactly hear with her fingers, but that she 
gets sensations that somehow mean words to 
her. She is apparently unable to make any 
explanation of the precise process by which she 
translates these vibratory sensations into 
words. Some have queried whether it is a 
case of mental telepathy. Mr. Hooper says 
that “she understands nothing of what is said 
to her unless she catches some part of the bone 
structure of the speaker, or holds some resilient 
object like a piece of wood or metal, resting on 
that structure. She has had no instruction in 
mental telepathy ; hers is fully an intuitive pro- 
cess. The avenue of understanding is, with 
her, closely parallel to direct hearing; other- 
wise she would not enjoy music as she does. 
Apparently she gets a keen pleasure from pla- 
cing her hand on the piano when it is played.” 


A Life Changed 


Here is a case of a girl, who when possessing 
sight and hearing seemed to promise little. 
Today, totally blind and deaf, she is keenly 
alive, eager to learn and overflowingly happy. 
And the secret of this wonderful change, as 
Superintendent Hooper points out, is a per- 
fectly functioning line of communication. 

“Every possible means was exhausted to 
prevent Willetta from sinking into total 
deafness and blindness. While she could 
both see and hear a little, we did our utmost 
to fortify her against complete loss of hearing 
and sight, by teaching her everything possible 
which might prove a mitigation of the con- 
dition toward which she was rapidly moving. 
But we found her decidedly a dull pupil, un- 
receptive, and inclined to be morose and sullen. 
Sometimes it seemed to her teachers, I am 
afraid, as if her case was rather hopeless and 
her disposition such as to make any work 
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with her unpleasant as well as discouraging. 

“From the instant the girl began to under- 
stand by resting her fingers on my vocal cords 
at the throat, or by placing her hand on the top 
of my head, on my chest or at the back of my 
neck, she became a changed being. 

“Tt would be difficult to exaggerate this 
mental and dispositional change. To my 
thought it is too important, in relation to others 
who are, or may be, similarly afflicted, to be 
passed without special comment. From being 
dull, stolid, unhappy and rather stubborn, she 
quickly developed into a very keen, active, 
cheerful and willing girl. Through ignorance 
of our subject we wasted three or four of her 
years by trying to educate her through the 
senses of sight and hearing, both of which were 
deficient. And because of our blundering, we 
considered her subnormal. We now regard 
Willetta as one of the brightest pupils ever 
trained in our school. 


Food for Thought 


“Our experience is bound to be of great 
scientific and humanitarian benefit to the world. 
It offers conclusive proof, as I see it, that ae | 
children have been made to suffer most un- 
necessarily because of the blundering of par- 
ents, friends, or teachers. In other words, I! 
am convinced that there are many pupils in the: 
public schools of this country who are con-4 
sidered stupid, willful and bad-tempered simply: 
because their physical condition is not recog: 
nized by those who are responsible for their 
care and development. 

“The case of Willetta seems to me a cleg 
demonstration of the fact that the importan 
thing is to see that every child has some clear, 
open, and perfectly functioning line of com 
munication with those about him; that, to a 
unrealized degree, the senses of sight, hearing| 
touch, and smell are interchangeable; that th 
senses of touch and smell are capable of giving:

| Bae noble and very large service rendered 
the blinded service men of the British 
Empire by Sir Arthur Pearson is receiving 
grateful and touching recognition. His was a 
remarkable career before he became blind him- 
self. His achievement as a publisher, and 
otherwise, entitled him to be remembered. But 
the large accomplishment in those lines is likely 
to be overshadowed by that which he did after 
blindness handicapped him. The work he insti- 


i tuted for those blinded in the war, as his war 
i service, seems destined to live not only at St. 
} Dunstan’s, but particularly in the lives of those 


he inspired and helped. 
It was not simply that, through his munifi- 


i cence and initiative, facilities were provided 


which brought soldiers blinded by the war back 
into lives of activity, accomplishment and hope- 
fulness, from the darkness, despair and help- 
lessness that blindness so often entails. His 
outstanding contribution was personal ; through 
his own buoyant, friendly, inspiring, personal 
contact with the blind; and the example he set 


| of resourceful and triumphant activity despite 


blindness. This was an inspiration and bless- 


| ing gladly recognized by those benefited. 


The February Cornhill Magazine contains 


a beautiful tribute from Frederick Martin. 
Himself blinded during the war, and brought 
back from a life of neglect and despair to one 
of hope and achievement by Sir Arthur’s 
invitation to join the blind men who were his 
“ouests,” as he always considered them ; stimu- 
lated by his hearty and inspiring companion- 
ship and conversation; aided by the facilities 
and service for the blind that eventuated in the 
work of St. Dunstan’s, Mr. Martin gives a 
revelation of how marvelously the spirit of 
man can triumph over disabilities, and how one 
man uplifted thousands. He closes: 

“In his book, ‘Victory over Blindness,’ Sir 
Arthur has told the story of St. Dunstan’s, and 
here I make no attempt to deal with the system 
of training there. Nor do I write anything of 
the hospital interviews by which many a soul 
was saved from the black horror of despair. I 
have tried to make a picture of the man as he 
appeared to us in the full vigor of his strength 
of mind and heart. My task has been at- 
tempted in vain, if I have not shown him to be 
one who commanded our admiration and our 
love. Now that he has gone, we begin slowly 
to comprehend how great a power in our lives 
was his inspiring friendship.”

Fine Perseverance and Initiative 
KEXNETH BULLARD was a normal! child 


until he was twelve years old. An illness 
resulted in a nervous trouble, by which he lost 
his hearing and sight and became a cripple. 
Miss Foley, a blind teacher of the blind, 
learned of him when he was twenty-five, and 
taught him by correspondence with his father, 
to read the Moon system, which seems best 
adapted for those with nervous troubles, and 
old people. A year later, he lost the ability to 
read through his fingers by their sense of touch 
becoming impaired. 

But he did not give up. And here also 
is where initiative came in. He raised the em- 
bossed page to his upper lip, and by practice 
found that he could read in this way. “TI 
always say it was the grace of God that put 
it into his mind to read with his upper lip,” 
said his blind teacher. “His father wrote 
and told me about it. But we could not let 
him use the regular library books with his 
lips. So we were restricted to sending him 
only old books, as they were discarded.” 

Miss Foley, through correspondence with 
the father, then taught him the American 
Braille, as more current literature is avail- 
able in the Braille system than in the Line 
Letter. “I sent the manual alphabet for the 
deaf to his father, and his father learned to 
spell the letter in his hand. His father puts 
his hand in the boy’s, and the boy feels the 
shape of the letter in his father’s hand. He 
receives the monthly magazine for the blind 
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and has news which some volunteers copy 
for him each week.” 

The Society has supplied him with vol- 
umes of the Bible in Braille. The family, 
consisting of his father, a little sister, and 
himself, live on a small place, and he is alone 
most of the time. It is touching to know 
that he asks eagerly every day, as soon as 
his father and sister come home, whether 
there has been any mail; and good to know 
that he receives something at least once a 
week, and often twice, through the ministra- 
tions of thoughtful volunteers. 


Blind, Deaf, and Paralyzed, But 
Thinking and Working for Others 


aN LETTER came from far Australia, the 

other day, with a check to help the 
Society supply embossed Scriptures to the 
blind in Japan. And what a story unrolled 
from that letter! 

The author, Bob Byers, for twenty-nine 
years has been “lying upon his bed, every 
joint in his body immovable; unable to turn 
in any direction; his jaw locked, so that it 
necessitated the removal of his front teeth 
to insert the spout of the feeding cup,” as 
one who saw him reports. His body is as 


stiff as a log of wood, but his mind is full of | 


vigor, and his heart full of the grace of 
service. For 21 years he has been blind. 

But that is not all of the story. The check 
was a part of a fund that he has been raising 


annually for several years to help the blind | 


in other lands. A Christian lady visiting this 
invalid, thinking to put a little interest in his 


life, asked him to join a “birthday band,” the. 


object of which was to give a shilling on 
one’s birthday to the heathens. He did so. 
During the week he thought of all the people 
he knew in the world. They numbered ten. 
He told the lady of these, and asked her to 
write to them for him. Thus began his min- 
istry for other blind. Little by little his 
circle of friends and the contributions in- 
creased, until now the “birthday band,” 
started at his bedside, has developed into a 
“Mission to the Blind 
Lands,” with an annual income of about 


in the Heathen. 


£400. Volunteers read his letters to him, 


reply to them, and do the accounting under 


his direction. Through his leadership, this 


mission supports seventeen blind children in 
India, ten in China, a blind Biblewoman in 
Korea, a blind boy in the Sudan, a blind boy 
in Fiji, a blind Biblewoman in Jaffa. What a 
marvel of grace and service! 

Of course the money went to Japan. 
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What Letters Reveal

An annual donor to the work for the blind 
this month sent in $100, double the amount 
given the year before, which again was double 
the amount of its preceding year, which 
in turn had risen from an original donation of 
$10 made ten years ago. Such constant re- 
membrance is very encouraging, as is such a 
letter as the following, made more significant 
by the date:

Yesterday I said I thought my Christmas must be 
over, so much had been showered upon me. But 
today a friend came in with a desire to give me
